Albion Auto Industries, a new 
holding company formed by 
the owners of Albion Automo- 
tive, has purchased the Far- 
ington Components operation 
in Leyland from Volvo. The 
new company has_ been 
formed to provide a group 
entity for Albion Automotive 
with regard to future acquisi- 
tions and joint venture plans. 
It has acquired the 32,000 
sq.ft. operation along with its 
400 employees, boosting the 
group’s employee total to 
1,160 and giving it a turnover 
of £70m per annum. 

Farington Components, 
formerly part of Leyland Bus 
and later Volvo Bus, is 
claimed to have been making 
inadequate returns but under 
Albion ownership it is per- 
ceived to have wider markets 
to service. Albion claims that 
the operation will not be 
amalgamated with its axle 
plant in Glasgow or its exist- 
ing component operations 
which are also based in Ley- 
land. 

Alongside the sale of the 
operation are a number of 
contracts which Volvo has 
made with Albion. These 
include: three year contracts 
to supply products currently 
made at Farington for the 
Volvo Truck group, excluding 
gearbox manufacture which 
is being phased out; a five 
year contract, starting in 
1996, to be the main supplier 
of power take-offs to Volvo; 


Scania GB has announced it 


has broken all previous 
records on the sales of 
buses, coaches, _ trucks, 
industrial and marine 


engines in 1995 - with three 
months to go until the year 
end. The previous best year 
for bus and coach sales was 
1990 when 211 vehicles were 
registered. This year 214 
vehicles were registered by 
the end of August which indi- 
cated a 12.5% market share. 

Scania attribute much of 
the swing to its products to a 
reorganisation which saw the 
merger of sales and after- 
sales departments that later

and a five year contract, 
starting in 1997, to be the 
main supplier of driveline 
flanges to Volvo. Providing 
that the operation is competi- 
tive in price, quality, delivery 
and technology, the relation- 
ship will be developed over a 
longer term. 

The new operation will 
now focus on transmission 
products including gears, 
PTOs, gearboxes and 
flanges, engine components 
and possibly oil and water 
pumps, timing/front train 
gears and rockers. 

Volvo indicated that Far- 
ington desperately needed 
new markets to sustain its 
growth but it had been diffi- 
cult to attract new customers 
to a company owned by a 
competitor. Under Albion 
ownership, and with existing 
Volvo work plus the new con- 
tracts, it was felt that this 
would provide the foundation 
and springboard to achieving 
growth. 

Dan Wright, Albion's chief 
executive said, ‘We started in 
1993 with an outfit which was 
a business in name only. We 
only had four customers, 
serious losses and could not 
attract external funding. 
Today we have a fully round- 
ed organisation with 13 cus- 
tomers, including DAF, 
Perkins and Volvo. We are 
profitable and only recently 
attracted a £20m _ capital 
injection. 


Scania breaks its own 
sales records 


sub-divided into two opera- 
tional areas - one looking 
after customers and working 
with distributors, the other a 
national accounts operation 
catering for the specific 
needs of large fleet operators 
with locations across the 
country. Scania has also 
been able to provide all- 
encompassing packages, tai- 
lor-made for the customer. 
These include the supply, 
repair and maintenance of 
non-Scania products with, in 
some cases, distributors tak- 
ing over customers’ work- 
shops. 


Stagecoach 
in joint bid 
for rail 
franchises 


Stagecoach Holdings is 
entering a joint venture with 
members of the management 
team at Network South Cen- 
tral to bid for the passenger 
rail franchises operated by 
Network South Central and 
Gatwick Express. The new 
venture, Capital Coast Rail- 
ways, believes significant 
benefits can be achieved 
from the sensible integration 
of bus and rail services, par- 
ticularly concerning timetable 
planning, information § ser- 
vices and through ticketing. It 
also claims there is scope for 
improved frequencies on 
some services and _ invest- 
ment in new trains for the 
Sussex coast during the fran- 
chise period. Additionally, 
plans have been made for the 
development of the Gatwick 
Express services which oper- 
ate between London and 
Gatwick Airport. 

Capital Coast Railways 
faces competition from the 
management at Gatwick 
Express, which is expected to 
place a counter bid to oper- 
ate its own franchise, and 
from InterCity East Coast and 
Midland Main Line, both of 
which are placing bids with 
their own corporate partners. 
All the parties have until 8 
December to enter their pre- 
liminary offers. Commenting 
on the joint venture, Stage- 
coach chairman, Brian 
Souter, said ‘Stagecoach has 
a strong appetite to partici- 
pate in the passenger rail 
business. We believe that this 
joint venture will provide sub- 
stantial opportunities for fur- 
ther development.’

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CPT meet 
with Treasury 
Minister 


Senior representatives from 
the Confederation of Passen- 
ger Transport UK have met 
with Treasury Minister David 
Heathcoat-Amory and de- 
manded the Government take 
note of industry concerns. 
The delegation was led by 
CPT president Ted Hesketh, 
supported by vice president 
Ron Whittle, director general 
Veronica Palmer and eco- 
nomic adviser Dr Martin Hig- 
ginson. 

The demands made by the 
CPT included: A tax regime 
which ensures that public 
transport fares remain afford- 
able; A continuation of zero 
rating of VAT on public trans- 
port fares; Tax incentives to 
encourage the scrapping of 
old fleets and their replace- 
ment with new vehicles, to 
the benefit of the passenger 
and the environment; A policy 
rethink on fuel duty rebate; 
An increase’ in_ capital 
allowances for the purchase 
of public transport vehicles; 
Provision of funds for light 
rail schemes once sanc- 
tioned; and earmarking of 
funds for public transport 
infrastructure, and the cre- 
ation of a national public 
transport infrastructure fund. 

Ted Hesketh commented, 
‘Public Transport can help 
achieve environmental tar- 
gets and ease congestion in 
inner towns and cities. It is 
vital that the Chancellor acts 
swiftly and positively on our 
proposals in order that condi- 
tions are put in place that 
fully realise the potential of 
public transport in this coun- 
try.’

well as congestion.

which meet forthcoming 
emission levels fitted as stan- 
dard. Drawing attention to the 
efforts and advances in vehi- 
cles and service being pro- 
vided by operators is the sec- 
ond edition of the Clean and 
Green Bus Guide which is 
produced by the National 
Federation of Bus Users 
(NFBU). Sponsored by Volvo 
Bus with help from FWT and 
the TAS partnership, the 
guide - which contains infor- 
mation from 78 leading bus 
companies - will be launched 
at the show. 

No sector of the market 


reflects the swift pace of 
change more clearly than 
that for the low floor bus. 
Only two years ago at Coach 
& Bus ‘93 the first such buses 
were shown. Today more 
than 300 low floors have been 
ordered and the Government 
has made it clear that it con- 
siders buses of this type are 
the way forward. Visitors to 
the NEC will be able to see 
the public debut of no fewer 
than four completely new low 
floor designs while for some 
existing options like Volvo's 
B10L and B6LE and Scania’s 
Axcess Ultralow this will be 
the first major British appear-

Dennis Specialist Vehicles 
is celebrating its centenary 
this year and is following its 
early successes with the 
Lance SLF with the launch of 
the Dart SLF low floor 
midibus in a choice of three 
chassis lengths. No fewer 
than three examples are to 
appear - all of them with the 
latest style of Plaxton Pointer 
bodywork, an example of 
which will also be seen on a 
Volvo B6LE chassis. 
Marshall SPV have been 
keeping very quiet about 
their plans for the low floor 
market but will have plenty to 
shout about at the show with 
the launch of the new Mar- 
shall Minibus, an 8.5m long, 
2.37m wide, bus. Powered by 
a four cylinder Cummins B 
series engine driving through 
an Allison AT542 automatic 
box, it has a 320mm first step 
to a flat lower saloon area, 
reducing to 250mm with the 
aid of a kneeling device.

ble deck markets. Low floor 
versions of both the SB220 
and DB250 share the same 
front section. Both will be 
shown on the DAF _ stand 


while a bodied SB220 will be 
displayed by Northern Coun- 
ties. 


Some have predicted the 
imminent demise of the dou- 
ble deck but the launch of the 
low floor DAF DB250, the new

From India comes 
the Tata DB709, a midi sized 
bus with a very interesting 
price ticket which is being 
offered by Stuart Johnson. 

With the 1997 DiPTAC 
requirements looming, mini- 
bus operators are looking for 
buses which have _ floor 
heights of under 650mm and 
to satisfy them the two major 
players in the minibus chas- 
sis cowl market have devel- 
oped new versions of their 
existing ranges.

Iveco is one of the largest 
truck manufacturers in 
Europe producing over 
115,000 trucks and buses a 
year. The Iveco Group has 21 
factories in Europe, including 
two in the UK, together with a 
substantial number of of joint 
venture partners and licens- 
ing agreements further afield. 
Established as Iveco in 1975, 
the origins of the constituent 
parts go back as far as 1849. 
It has big plans for its bus 
division and has been mak- 
ing massive investments in 
product development to 
ensure that they come to 
fruition.

said Harry Chambers. ‘For 
the first time we have recog- 
nised the difference between 
the two distinct markets in

Europe as a whole - the inte- 
gral element and the body on 
chassis element.’ 

Just as Iveco has com- 
pletely renewed its truck 
range to give it the most up- 
to-date family of such prod- 
ucts in Europe, the EuroRider 
and EuroClass coaches and 
the impressive CityClass low 
floor city bus give the compa- 
ny a State-of-the-art line up in 
the passenger carrying field. 
Not all of the new vehicles 
are to become available in 
Britain immediately as Harry 
explained. 

‘In the United Kingdom 
Iveco Ford has always been 
essentially involved in the 
small bus market, following 
trends set in motion by 
deregulation. We have deliv- 
ered around 4,000 Daily 
based buses and coaches

since the model was _ intro- 
duced in 1986 and the 49.10 
and 59.12 along with the 
EuroCargo derived Country- 
bus continue to be popular 
choices for a variety of appli- 
cations. Patterns in bus com- 
pany ownership and purchas- 
ing policy are changing and 
this, coupled with recent and 
likely forthcoming legislation, 
say clearly to us that we have 
to expand our product range 
out of the somewhat narrow 
confine it is in at the moment 
if we are to play the part we 
have the potential to play in 
the market.’ 

‘We can go two ways. 
Either we concentrate solely 
on the bus market which we 
are already familiar with, or 
we expand into the coach 
side taking advantage of the 
new products Iveco has 
developed. The decision has 
been an easy one because 
one of the things that is going 
to drive the UK bus market is 
the low floor and accessibili- 
ty issue. | personally don't 
believe the UK industry is yet 
ready to pay the kind of pre- 
mium a properly designed 
European low floor vehicle 
will demand, and will proba- 
bly settle for the next few 
years for a hybrid low floor 


as a means of bridging the 
gap.’ 

One of the big advantages 
of the EuroRider family is that 
it offers a whole range of end 
use possibilities. It can be an 
executive luxury coach or a 
general touring vehicle on 
either two or three axles or it 
can be a suburban vehicle in 
either rigid or articulated 
form. Harry commented, ‘We 
can get EuroRider down to 
DiIPTAC 97 floor heights 
which, along with a kneeling 
device, gives us what | 
believe is a very competitive 
suburban vehicle.’ 

The decision to introduce 
a coach range has led to a 
change in the way lveco mar- 
kets in the UK, and the 
appointment of the AW Group 
of Ratby near Leicester as 
the UK dealer for EuroRider 
coaches which will be offered 
with coachwork by the Span- 
ish manufacturer, Beulas. 
Harry commented, ‘Had we 
decided to concentrate only 
on bus we could have done it 
from our own resources. To 
introduce coaches we had to 
have a dealer because new 
EuroRider coach sales will 
attract part exchanges. Paul 
Cresswell and Alan Wilson at 
AW Group have the expertise 
to handle this.’ 

In addition to the more 
than 130 UK service points 
Iveco Ford already has in 
operation in the UK, and the 
3,000 similar locations in 
Europe, a network of 12 spe- 
cialist bus dealers has been 
appointed to cover the EuroR- 
ider. 

Though it is the Daily 
which has established Iveco’s 
name in the British bus mar- 
ket, the plans now coming to 
fruition with the public unveil- 
ing of the EuroRider promise 
to make lveco based coaches 
as common a sight as their 
more diminutive brothers and 
sisters. 


Already growing in popularity 
in Italy, Spain and the 
Benelux countries, and with a 
lot of interest being shown 
further afield, lveco’s EuroR- 
ider coach chassis has been 
designed from the ground up 
to address the problems fac- 
ing operators today. A heavy- 
weight with significant weight 
advantages and no compro- 
mise in strength, the EuroR- 
ider chassis will break new 
ground for the company on 
the British market. Though 
Iveco has offered products 
for the mini and midi coach 
sectors before, never has it 
marketed a full length coach 
chassis here. 

And a very adaptable 
chassis it is too, capable of 
accepting coach body heights 
of between 3.2 and 3.7 metres 
and, with a chassis height of 
720mm, also suitable for a 
three step suburban bus with 
the addition of kneeling sus- 
pension. Launched in Europe 
with length options of either 
12 or 11.3 metres, there are 
10.6 metre and articulated 
18.0 metre versions in the 
pipeline, as well as a three 
axle version for double deck 
and 13.5 metre single deck 
coach customers. Indepen- 
dent front suspension is in 
the course of development for 
double deck applications. The 
introduction of EuroRider 
completes lveco’s investment 
of £2.5 billion renewing its 
complete range of trucks and 
buses. 

Work on designing EuroR- 
ider began in October 1991 
with prototypes starting to 
enter service during 1994 and 
series production commenc- 
ing in January of this year. It 
replaces the entire Pegaso 
coach range, the Iveco 370 
coach chassis and will in 
time also take over from the 
AP160 export chassis. Virtual- 
ly all of the design work was

urban vehicles and a 380hp 
coach engine are to be intro- 
duced shortly while a 420hp 
unit for the double deck is 
under development at Iveco 
Pegaso’s engine facility in 
Barcelona. Gearbox alterna- 
tives include the ZF S6.85 
and 8S-180 manuals for the 
290 and 350 respectively and 
the 5HP-500 automatic. The 
ZF 5HP-600 will be made 
available later for 350hp 
installations and the Voith 
D851 for the 260hp bus. 

Also included in the spec-

ification is full air suspension 
as standard although a leaf 
spring system is to become 
an option at a later stage. 
Rear axles are single reduc- 
tion Rockwell units and the 
braking system incorporates 
air drums on the rear with a 
double disc hydraulic system 
at the front. Alternatively a 
full air system with drums on 
the front too can be specified. 
For the UK the specification 
will include ABS, ASR, and a 
Telma F220 retarder as stan- 
dard. 


Advantages 


In line with lveco’s stated 
intention of offering products 
that are pan-European, the 
philosophy from the start was 
to keep the design as simple 
as possible. As has already 
been mentioned, EuroRider is 
not just a chassis but a range 
which can be adapted to suit 
many purposes. It can thus 
meet the requirements of var- 
ious niche markets and at the 
same time offer an operator 
with differing vehicle require- 
ments the chance to stan- 
dardise. Prior to being named 
EuroRider it was referred to 
within Iveco as the Multi Pur- 
pose. Other manufacturers 
offer chassis which are suit- 
able for more than one role 
but none combine the possi- 
bility of a multiplicity of uses 
with the spread of specifica- 
tion options and without the 
need to make compromises 
because of weight as effec- 
tively as the EuroRider 
appears to. 


A true heavyweight chas- 
sis, EuroRider is constructed 
using the latest robot welding 
techniques which have 
enabled a saving of around 
300kg compared with many 
competing products. ‘It 
means we can offer a 49 
seater with a toilet, video, 


double glazing and air condi- 
tioning within 17 tonnes and 
allowing 8.5 cubic metres of 
luggage capacity,’ said Harry 
Chambers, Iveco’s UK bus & 
coach sales manager, 
adding, ‘And you're very hard 
pressed to find another coach 
that will do that.’ 

From the bodybuilders 
point of view, EuroRider is 
very straightforward to body 
because it has been kept as 
uncomplicated as possible. 
Rather than mount the batter- 
ies in a position which might 
not fit in easily with the body- 
builder’s normal practices, 
the expense of moving them 
is overcome by supplying 
them in a box that can be 
mounted wherever suits. 
Rather than have to interfere 
with the wiring in order to 
overcome the luggage hold 
on high floor vehicles, all 
electrical and air runs are 
long and flexible enough to 
be run round the hold. This is 
also true of the cable for the 
gearchange. These and simi- 
lar measures keep the cost of 
bodying down and help make 
the EuroRider price competi- 
tive as well as performance 
competitive at a time when 
some European coach prod- 
ucts are quite simply being 
priced out of the market. 

Also important throughout 
the life of the vehicle is the 
availability of parts and back 
up service. Seventy per cent 
of EuroRider’s driveline and 
chassis components are com- 
mon with the lveco EuroTech 
truck range which should 
make it relatively easy to 
obtain support throughout the 
world. In the UK a network of 
15 specialist bus and coach 
dealers is being established, 
each of them conveniently 
located on the country’s main 
coaching arteries, to provide 
back up for EuroRider. The 
standard warranty structure 
is one year on the whole 
chassis with two years on the 
driveline, but extra warranty 
cover can be purchased, tai- 
lored to meet an individual 
operator’s requirements. 


Production 


All production of the 
EuroRider chassis is being 
undertaken in Spain where 
Iveco acquired the Pegaso 
marque in 1991. The factories 
and workforce inherited at 
that time had a wealth of 
experience of producing 
buses and coaches and very 
considerable investment has 
been made in the plants 
since. In addition to all

EuroRider production a com- 
plete city bus called the 
623.E2 (which is derived from 
the Iveco 480) is built in 
Barcelona. Future plans will 
see the low floor City Class 
city bus and the Down Town 
low floor midibus chassis 
also produced there. 

The construction process 
takes place in two plants. At 
Mataro, a seaside town 30 
kilometres north of 
Barcelona, there is a press 
shop together with modern 
welding and laser cutting 
facilities. Pressed parts such 
as EuroRider chassis side 
members are stamped on the 
premises using a Muller 800 
tonne press. Many of the 
other chassis components 
are cut from steel sheet using 
a laser facility in which the 
cutting process takes place 
under water. One of the ben- 
efits of this method is that it 
can cut heavy gauge metal 
with consistent accuracy. 

One of the advantages of 
the EuroRider over its com- 
petitors is a weight saving of 
around 300kg which for 
British operators could mean 
several seats extra capacity 
or the difference between an 
illegal trip back from the 
French hypermarkets and a 
legal one. At Mataro a sys- 
tem of continuous arc weld- 
ing by robot has been intro- 
duced which produces welds 
of extremely high quality. The 
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benefits of this go beyond 
quality in that robot welding, 
and the reliability of weld 
associated with it, enables 
designers to produce lighter 
weight structures which 
incorporate all of the strength 
of earlier and _ heavier 
designs. The number of robot 
welding machines used at 
Mataro is steadily being 
increased to bring the bene- 
fits of the technology to more 
aspects of the construction 
process. 

With all the parts ready for 
assembly into chassis, the 
construction of the chassis 
can begin. There are two 
separate lines, one producing 
the EuroRider and another 
alongside building the body 
and sub structure for the 
623.E2 bus. At every stage 
where pieces of metal are to 
be joined they are first

mounted on jigs, some of 
which are very large indeed. 
On the final chassis welding 
jig for the EuroRider the 
chassis frame can be com- 
pletely rotated to enable it to 
be accessed easily from 
every angle. 

Final assembly takes place 
in the main Iveco Pegaso 
plant at Zona Franca in 
Barcelona where the first task 
is to degrease and paint the 
chassis in primer and after- 
wards in a top coat of red. 
The chassis frame then pro- 
ceeds along the line collect- 
ing its vital components as it 
goes. There are sub assem- 
blies for: the engine, gearbox 
and retarder; the front axle 
and torsion bars; and the rear 
axle and suspension. 

By the end of July the 
200th EuroRider had left the 
Barcelona plant and at that 
time there were a substantial 
number of further orders in 
hand. Director General of the 
Bus Division of |lveco Pegaso 
SA is Josep Roura, who con- 
firmed that the plant is cur- 
rently running at three units a 
day which equates to 650 a 
year. On this basis the 400th 
EuroRider will have been 
built by the end of the this 
year. Josep commented, ‘We 
are convinced that in 1996 we 
will produce at least 1,000 
EuroRiders and we expect to 
grow even more during the 
next three years.’ Installed 
capacity in Barcelona 
amounts to around 1600 
EuroRiders a year. 


The AW Group & 
Beulas 


With the entry into the 
coach market Iveco has 
moved from its traditional 
direct sales approach and 
appointed the AW Group, 
based at Ratby near Leices- 
ter, as its coach distributor. 
The first EuroRiders to be 
supplied in the UK will have 
attractive coachwork con- 
structed by the respected 
Spanish coachbuilder Beulas, 
with whom the AW Group 
have established an exclu- 
sive agreement in respect of 
the this market. EuroRider is 
only part of the model line-up 
being offered by AW, the 
company is already enjoying 
considerable success with 
the Iveco Countrybus midi- 
coach with Eco-3 bodywork 
by another Spanish manufac- 
turer, Indcar. Incidentally, 
both Indcar and Beulas are 
situated in Arbucies, a small 
Spanish town noted for its 


bodied EuroRider for the 
Spanish market. 
expertise in coachbuilding. 

While in Spain | visited 
Arbucies to see the Beulas 
plant, taking the opportunity 
to inspect a Beulas bodied 
EuroRider while | was there, 
as well as looking over the 
first of the vehicles destined 
for British operators. The 
company has been building 
coaches since 1934 and in 
1995 around 25% of its home 
market production will be on 
EuroRider. A family concern, 
the traditional dependence on 
the Spanish market has shift- 
ed in recent years with export 
potential being developed in 
Italy, Greece, Germany, 
France, Turkey, The Czech 
Republic and now Britain. 
Current annual production is 
between 115 and 130 units 
with a total staff of 145, but 
there is scope for a consider- 
able increase on these fig- 
ures. The product line up 
includes a full range from the 
8700mm long Midi star to the 
4000mm high Jewel double 
decker with the current policy 
being to concentrate on the 
production of full length 
coaches. The model being 
imported to the UK is 
3425mm high, 2500mm wide 
and 12000mm long. It is 
attractively styled with a 
large one-piece front screen 
and a window line that curves 
downward in an arc starting 
at the first window pillar and 
continuing on the driver and 
passenger doors. 

The factory is not vast but 
quality standards are high 
which is especially important 
with large space-frame coach 
designs. Body framing is con- 
structed in large jigs using 
steel section. Anti corrosion 
paint is applied to the entire 
structure as well as zinc 
spray on all welds. At the 
time of my visit the first 
British EuroRiders were 
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A left hand drive Euro Rider chassis was displayed at the 


Hanover show in 1994. 
already framed and progress- 
ing through the panelling 
stage prior to painting and 
trimming. | was shown how 
the standard Beulas design 
had been adapted for the 
British market with the air 
conditioning split and mount- 
ed behind the front axle 
rather than on the roof, and 
GRP sheets rather than steel 
used for the floor in the lug- 
gage hold. A completely new 
dash unit is also being devel- 
oped for the UK. 

To sample the product | 
travelled on a pre-production 
EuroRider 391.12.290 chassis 
on a trip along mountain 
roads from Arbucies to Lloret 
de Mar. The vehicle had 
already covered 64,000km but 
showed no signs of having 
done so. Including that from 
the floor there were two steps 
up to the driving position and 
a further two to the flat 
saloon floor. Nice touches 
included a wooden strip 
below the windows, slightly 
raised aisle floor sides to 
ease the cleaning process 
and a very neat video screen 
fitment integrated between 
the racks at the front of the 
saloon. Aircraft style luggage 
locker doors had _ rubber 
edges to help ensure rattling 
should not become a prob- 
lem. Despite the less than 
ideal road conditions the ride 
was very good and body roll 
minimal. The engine on this 
pre-production vehicle was 
quite resonant; a factor prob- 
ably exaggerated by the 
absence of floor carpeting. In 


both interior and exterior 
appearance it was pleasing 
to the eye, and despite the 
high seating capacity the 
demonstration vehicle provid- 
ed a considerable degree of 
comfort. 


High Standard 


Rather than announce an 
extremely low price and an 
immense list of options, the 
standard specifications are 
high. All Beulas' bodies 
imported will come with an 
Iberfrio Carrier ambient air 
conditioning system mounted 
behind the front axle as stan- 
dard. Also present on all 
models is a separate driver's 
door with electric window. 
Operators can choose 
between Fainsa, Esteban and 
Vogel reclining seats. For a 
53 seat touring coach on a 
290bhp Eurorider prices are 
from £139,500 plus VAT while 
for the more powerful 350bhp 
version with executive speci- 
fication 49 seat coachwork 
the price if from £155,000 plus 
VAT.

Coach & Bus ‘95 


Appearing on the Iveco 
stand at Coach & Bus ‘95 will 
be two versions of the Beulas 
body in the liveries of the 
model's first British cus- 
tomers together with an Ind- 
car bodied |veco Countrybus. 
The first exhibit is one of two 
ordered by Coliseum Coach- 
es, a EuroRider 391.12.35 
with 350bhp engine and ZF 
88.180 gearbox which fea- 
tures 49 Vogel 030 recliners 
and a centre continental 
door. In addition it has a 
Sutrak servery unit with 
bureau front, a neatly mould- 
ed toilet unit, a television and 
video installation and pleated 
full draw curtains. 

The second coach is one 
of two for Channel Coach- 
ways of Bow, with a 290bhp 
engine and ZF S6.85 gearbox. 
This has 53 of the latest 
Fainsa Gaudi recliners with 
inertia reel lap belts, and an 
integrated television and 
video system. This too has a 
centre continental door and 
steps and in common with the 
Coliseum vehicle has the dri- 
vers door and air condition- 
ing. 

Also on display will be a 
EuroRider chassis designed 
for suburban roles and fea- 
turing a 290bhp engine and 
automatic transmission. It is 
destined to be bodied by 
Marshall SPV to meet 1997 
DiPTAC requirements and a 
260bhp 11.3 metre version is 
scheduled to be added to the 
range next year. 


Summary 


Harry Chambers believes 
the EuroRider Beulas, ‘fits in 
toward the top of the market 
place in terms of specifica- 
tion, price and design.’ He 
stresses that the chassis, ‘Is 
a new generation design pro- 
duced with all the advantages 
of modern technology, not an 
old idea stretched beyond its 
natural life.’ In terms of 
weight and suitability for a 
variety of applications these 
benefits are considerable. 

Coach sales of the EuroR- 
ider are progressing steadily 
with more expected to be 
announced at the show. The 
EuroRider Beulas is a quality 
product which operators can 
be confident will please pas- 
sengers and which can read- 
ily be sent on all manner of 
duties throughout Britain and 
Europe.

Environmental concerns have 
led the legislators to intro- 
duce ever stricter emission 
limits for diesel engined 
buses, as we have seen with 
the Euro 1 and Euro 2 regu- 
lations. While most manufac- 
turers remain committed to 
the diesel engine, in the short 
and medium term at least, 
some have been working on 
alternative fuel sources in 
order to ascertain whether 
there are viable alternatives 
to the diesel engine. 

In addition to developing 
its diesel engines to meet the 
new requirements, Iveco has 
committed very considerable 
resources to the search for 
suitable alternatives and 
claims it is the only manufac- 
turer able to offer the choice 
of: methane or compressed 
natural gas (CNG); electric; 
or hybrid (diesel or petrol 
electric) buses for revenue 
earning operation. Vehicles 
of each type are already suc- 
cessfully operating in a vari- 
ety of locations. 


Transit Holdings- 
Hybrid minibuses. 


A considerable number of 
Italian operators run them but 
the first British operator to try 
out hybrid powered buses 
was Transit Holdings which 
placed a pair in service in 
Torquay in the summer of 
1994. Each is fitted with a 
1,000cc petrol engine which 
runs at a constant speed dri- 
ving a generator which in 
turn provides the current for 
a DC electric motor. A three 
way catalytic convertor min- 
imises the exhaust emis- 
sions. The petrol engine 
recharges the batteries while 
the bus is moving which 
overcomes the need for 
expensive battery recharging 
facilities. The buses also 
have a facility enabling them 
to be driven for 20 minutes in 
every hour using only battery 
power. Maximum speed is 
30mph and while the weight 
of the batteries and the space 
they occupy limits capacity, 
there is no range limitation. 

Iveco also produces 12 
metre hybrid citybuses, two 


examples having been deliv- 
ered to the local transport 
authority in Turin. Both the 12 
metre and minibuses are pro- 
duced by Altrobus, a compa- 
ny in which Iveco has a 40% 
stake along with the battery 
manufacturer Ansaldo and 
the Polytechnics of Genoa. 
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A pair of hybrid Iveco Daily- 
buses with Mellor 
Coachcraft bodies has 
been purchased by the 
Transit Holdings group. 


ATM, Ravenna - 
Methane or CNG 
powered citybuses. 


Ravenna, capital of the 
province which bears _ its 
name, has 150,000 inhabi- 
tants. The publicly owned 
local transport company is 
ATM which has 115 buses 
and coaches serving the 650 
square kilometres of the 
municipality. Of the fleet, 50 
buses provide the services in 
the town and its immediate 
surroundings and ATM plans 
that all 50 will be CNG pow- 
ered. 

The attraction of running 
CNG was two-fold. Firstly the 
local corporation liked the 
ecological aspects of CNG. In 
comparison with an equiva- 
lent diesel bus a CNG engine 
with three way catalytic con- 
vertor produces over 90% 
less nitrous oxide (NOx), 50% 
less carbon monoxide (CO), 
virtually no particulates, less 
than half the hydrocarbons 
(HC) and 20% less carbon 
dioxide. It is also quieter. 

The operation of CNG 
buses requires expensive 
infrastructure for refuelling 
and specialised workshop 
facilities for maintenance. 
RTM find that maintenance 
costs are similar to those for 
diesel buses because the 
extra attention needed for the 
electronic fuel management

systems is offset by a dou- 
bling of the period between 
oil changes and because 
there are no injectors to 
maintain. Performance, 
manoeuvrability and acceler- 
ation are the same on both 
vehicles but the CNG buses 
are quieter and smoother. 
Although CNG buses are 
considerably more expensive 
to buy at present, recent 
changes in the British taxa- 
tion laws which enable oper- 
ators to claim fuel duty 


rebate for CNG in the same 
was as diesel is helping to 
encourage more British oper- 
ators to look at the fuel. 


Ravenna is in the process 
of converting the whole of 
its city bus fleet to run on 
CNG. 


Atesina, Trento - 
Electric minibuses. 


Atesina is the publicly 
owned limited company 
which runs the buses in the 
historic city of Trento. Its 471 
strong fleet includes three 
electric powered Dailybuses 
which operate a 2.9km circu- 
lar service in the environ- 
mentally sensitive city centre 
area. 

Very quiet in operation, 
the electric buses leave no 
pollutants in Trento though 
they will have been produced 
elsewhere in the generation 
of the electricity. A drawback 
of the design is that the bat- 
teries have to go under the 
floor which dictates a fairly 
high floor line. With a maxi- 
mum range of 55km which 
Atesina reduce to 50km to 
provide a safety margin, the 
buses require several battery 
changes a day. 

Atesina general director 
Giencarlo Crepaldi has con- 
cluded from his trials that 
once a route is extended 
beyond 3.0km the only really 
ecological alternative is the 
hybrid bus. 


Summary 


After considerable operat- 
ing experience of these three 
alternative fuelling methods 
Iveco has decided to concen- 
trate its medium term com- 
mercial efforts on methane. 
Commercial director of the 
Iveco Bus Division, Vincenzo 
Lasalvia, explained, ‘Of the 
three systems, it is the only 
one that can offer emissions 
levels far below the limits of 
future European standards at 
a price only marginally above 
that of corresponding diesel 
vehicles.’ 

He added, ‘Iveco can 
boast considerable reliability 
and safety, thanks to the 
experience it has already 
gained with methane driven 
buses. The engine was 
designed specifically for nat- 
ural gas, and is not a con- 
verted diesel engine like 
those adopted by other man- 
ufacturers. A system of elec- 
tronic management and 
retroactive contro! with lamb- 
da probe and three way cat- 
alytic converter, guarantees 
emissions in line with future 
Euro 3 standards. Having 
tested the vehicles in the 
most diverse traffic condi- 
tions for over 18 months, 
Iveco has verified the system 
and is now ready to mass 
produce 10 and 12 metre 
methane driven buses.’ 

Iveco continues to develop 
its electric and hybrid vehi- 
cles, indeed it is currently 
tendering for the supply of a 
large batch of electric Daily- 
buses for Rome. Vincent 
Lasalvia concludes, ‘Hybrid 
and electric systems are 
ideal for situations in which 
zero emissions are absolute- 
ly essential and where price 
(approximately twice that of a 
corresponding diesel- 
engined vehicle) is not a 
decisive factor. However, in 
view of the cost, widespread 
distribution of these two sys- 
tems is unlikely, whereas 
methane could become a 
valid alternative to diesel 
engines on town buses, if the 
environmental conditions 
such as supply and_infra- 
structure are favourable.’

Building Europes 
best seller 


Iveco’s Daily range of vehi- 
cles leads the European mar- 
ket with a 20% share of the 
3.5 to 6.0 tonnes sector, out- 
selling the Mercedes T2 fam- 
ily. Over 60,000 will be pro- 
duced in 1995 at Iveco’s 
Brescia and Suzzara plants 
in Italy and at Valladolid in 
Spain. On top of this 24,000 
CKD kits will be assembled in 
markets as widespread as 
Venezuela, Egypt, South 
Africa, Australia, Vietnam, 
Morocco and Libya, while a 
Chinese joint venture is cur- 
rently producing 12,000 Dai- 
lys a year with production 
scheduled to rise to 60,000 a 
year within five years. 

Daily is popular with 
British operators who pur- 
chase it in several forms. As 
a conversion of the panel van 
it is offered by a number of 
British and European coach- 
builders and the factory built 
49.10 DailyCoach is produced 
in three variants at lveco’s 
Suzzara_ plant. Coachbuilt 
bodies making use of the 
49.10 and 59.12 chassis cowls 
are in widespread use on bus 
and coach work with Marshall 
SPV, Mellor Coachcraft, WS 
Coachbuilders, Bedwas and 
Cunliffe among the leading 
suppliers. 

Harry Chambers, bus and 
coach manager for Iveco 
Ford thinks many operators 
have been surprised by the 
all round performance of the 
Daily in service. ‘| believe the 
profile of the DailyBus has 
enjoyed a renaissance and 
will continue to do so. It is 
proving to be a reliable and 
very economic package. It 
accounts for 11% of the total 
UK PCV. market including 
welfare vehicles.’ 

Big brother to the Daily is 
the Iveco CC95.9E18F Coun- 
trybus which is derived from 
the Iveco EuroCargo truck 
that won the 1992 Truck of the 
Year award. The EuroCargo 
is built at Brescia and in the 


UK at Langley, though at the 
present time Countrybuses 
are assembled in Italy. Coun- 
trybus was only launched in 
the UK during 1994 and the 
8.76 metre long, front 
engined chassis has yet to 
capture volume sales. Exam- 
ples are operating in the 
Channel Islands with coach- 
work by both WS Coach- 
builders and the Portuguese 
builder, Camo. Iveco’s UK 
bus and coach dealer, the 
AW Group, has recently intro- 
duced a version with attrac- 
tively styled coachwork b 
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Brescia’s massive Weingarten transfer press which is con-

Brescia 


Iveco has over 20 major 
plants in Europe, none bigger 
than the larger of two sepa- 
rate facilities in Brescia. 
Occupying an area of 700,000 
square metres of which 
280,000 square metres is 
covered, the factory employs 
4,000 people making it the 
largest employer in the town. 


trolled by nine separate computers. 


Originally part of the OM 
company which was acquired 
by Fiat, Brescia’s role within 
Iveco is a key one. It is the 
group's prime metal centre, 
responsible for producing the 
chassis frames for all !veco 
vehicles worldwide, all cab 
pressings and plastics for the 
EuroCargo truck and _ its 
derivatives, manufacturing 
the cab pressings for Dailys 
assembled at all three plants, 
and also handling the assem- 
bly of some EuroCargo cabs. 
In addition, a total of 19,000 
complete EuroCargos (includ- 
ing Countrybus chassis) and 
19,500 Daily chassis cowls 
and chassis cabs will be pro- 
duced there in 1995. 

The plant receives drive- 
line components from other 
plants within the group. Front 
and rear axles as well as 
gearboxes come from Turin, 
while six cylinder engines 
come from Burbon Lancy in 
France and four cylinder 
units from both Turin and 
Foggia, the Daily's 8140 
series Sofim engine coming 
from the latter. One of lveco’s 
accomplishments is that is is 
the biggest manufacturer of 
diesel engines in Europe. 

To produce the pressings 
required for the two models, 
Brescia has a massive 4,800 
tonne Weingarten transfer 
press, the most powerful 
transfer press in Europe. This 
one press is controlled by 
nine on-board computers with 
full diagnostic capabilities 
and produces the same out- 
put as four lines of manually 
operated conventional press- 
es. The dies on it can be 
changed in only 15 minutes 
whereas traditional press 
dies takes several hours to 
remove and replace. | don't 
know what the current 
exchange rate is but it cost 
30,000,000,000 lire to install, 
excluding dies! It brings car- 
making technology to com- 
mercial vehicle production 
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Daily & Countrybus

and gives extremely precise 
tolerances coupled with a 
very high degree of flexibility. 
Also in the press shop are six 
lines of presses, two of which 
are fully automatic. Among 
the Daily parts produced on 
them are the doors, floor, and 
roof. 

It is essential that the 
plant maintains as high a 
degree of flexibility as possi- 
ble because there are no less 
than 110 models and 700 
option combinations for the 
Daily and a staggering 870 
models and 2,200 option com- 
binations for the EuroCargo. 
Offering this within a highly 
automated production system 
and maintaining top quality 
standards on all of the vari- 
ants has required very con- 
siderable investment. This 
can be seen in the frame 
shop where steel is received 
from Hungary and stored ina 
vast automatic magazine 
until required. Two 3,000 
tonne presses and a 5,000 
tonne unit shape the steel 
side members. Frame 
assembly is accomplished, 
not by a team of men, but by 
six robots each of which can 
automatically judge the size 
of a pre-drilled hole, select 
the size of rivet required, and 
give it a gentle squeeze with 
a force of 17 tonnes to secure 
it. Each chassis requires 80 
bolts of five different kinds, 
and the machine is required 
to cope with 28 different 
frame versions. Once the 
chassis is completed it is cat- 
aphorically painted to give a 
coating 40 microns thick. 

Although not strictly rele- 
vant to bus and coach opera- 
tors, the cab production sec- 
tion of Brescia’s welding 
shop is fascinating because it 
makes extensive use of robot 
welding. This is particularly 
true of the EuroCargo for 


which virtually the whole cab 
assembly process is 
achieved with robots. On the 
Daily much of the welding is 
still undertaken by humans 
but there are a number of 
robot stations at which one 
marvels at the speed, dexter- 
ity and versatility of these 
machines. One robot per shift 
is taken from the lines to 
have its calibration checked, 
though our guide assured me 
there is never a problem. 

Final assembly of the vehi- 
cles takes place on four adja- 
cent lines, one of which is 
devoted to the Daily. The 
other three lines handle fire- 
fighting vehicles, 6-12 tonne 
EuroCargos and 12-15 tonne 
EuroCargos. The chassis are 
assembled on sleds which 
are mounted on slowly mov- 
ing tracks. The Daily chassis 
frame begins the process 
upside down because this 
makes it easier to fit the nec- 
essary parts, but once the 
axles have been added it is 
turned the right way up for 
the rest of the production 
process. There are no sub 
assembly stations on the 
lines, everything needed 
comes in as a part and is 
added to the chassis on the 
line, or, in the case of items 
such as the axles which are 
manufactured in Turin, it is 
assembled elsewhere and 
comes to Brescia ready for 
mounting. All parts are kept 
adjacent to the relevant sec- 
tion of the line so there is no 
need for the workforce to 
leave the line to fetch any- 
thing. 

There are regular checks 
throughout the build process 
but once the vehicle reaches 
the end of the line it thor- 
oughly tested on a rolling

road to ensure that the power 
output is correct, the braking 
system is functioning proper- 
ly, and every other aspect of 
the vehicle is in order. A 
number of Daily and Country- 
bus chassis cowls destined 
for the UK had just come off 
the end of the line at the time 
of my visit. 

Director of the Brescia 
plant is Marco Premoselli. He 
commented, ‘The Daily is a 
very important vehicle for 
Iveco, the most popular in 
Europe in its class.’ He added 
that the plant was working 
with the British Department of 
Transport towards’ Iveco 
being able to self certify vehi- 
cles for whole vehicle type 
approval purposes. 


Suzzara 


Like Brescia, the Suzzara 
plant was originally part of 
the OM group and began by 
making farm machinery in the 
last century. In years past 
this was the plant that built 
642,000 vans and minibuses 
of the Fiat/Iveco 600 and 900 
types as well as the Z range

which was marketed in 
Britain as the 79.14 chas- 
sis/cab and van. The last of 
the 900s built is displayed in 
the reception area of the 
plant's offices. 

Here complete van and 
minibus versions of the Daily 
range are produced including 
the popular 49.10 DailyCoach, 
while on a separate part of 
the site CKD Dailys are pre- 
pared for export. Dependence 
on robots to produce Dailys 
is greater here than at Bres- 
cia because complete van 
structures lend themselves to 
this type of technology, 
though Brescia makes 
greater use of robotics for the 
EuroCargo which was intro- 
duced some years after the 
Daily. For example, the main 
van body assembly is first 
spot welded and then robot 
welded with five robots com- 
pleting the task. One robot 
handles the interior while two 
further robots on each side of 
the line perform the exterior 
welding. 

Director of the plant is 


Maurizio Lana, who 
explained that  Suzzara 
employs 1430 people of 


whom 1300 are on the lines. 
The site covers 337,000 
square metres - 115,000 of it 
occupied by buildings. The 
percentage of buildings is set 
to increase with the installa- 
tion of a new painting facility 
scheduled to come on-line 
during 1997. Located on the 
former test track which has 
been redundant since new 
technology enabled a change 
to on-line testing at the end of 
the build process, the paint 
facility is part of a change 
throughout the Iveco group to 
the use of water based paints 
because of the ecological 
benefits. Iveco Ford’s Lang- 
ley plant already has the new 
system. 

The existing paint facility 


is itself very impressive, as 
indeed is the whole of the 
production process. Once 
welded together body shells 
are inspected, then picked up 
on an overhead track and 
transferred to the paint shop. 
Any non standard features or 
special options are complet- 
ed at this stage. For painting 
vehicles are mounted on a 
continually moving line and 
are first degreased before 


being totally immersed in a 


cataphoretic dip. A series of 
rinses follows and the Daily 
is then cooked and cooled. To 
seal the underside a robot 
machine sprays on a plastic 
based anti-chip and rust coat- 
ing and at a later stage of the 
process the same substance 
is used to coat the lower side 
panels, after which the vehi- 
cle goes into another oven. 

The final coat of paint is 
applied using an electrostatic 
process, first to the interior, 
then the exterior and finally 
the finishing touches are 
added to tricky areas such as 
the inside of the doors. A 
very fine spray ensures no 
runs. An oily wax substance 
is also applied in a number of 
out of the way places that 
might otherwise be prone to 
corrosion. 

The painted shell is then 
transferred to the assembly 
lines where it is virtually 
completed with the addition 
of screens and all interior 
trim. Items such as the dash 
panels come to the factory as 
complete pre-tested units. 
The shell then passes on to a 
marriage point at which the 
body shell and chassis are 
united. On the final line the 
electrics are completed, the 
fluids are added and a myri- 
ad of checking procedures 
gone through before the vehi- 
cle is declared finished and 
passes to a vast parking area 
at the rear of the plant. Here 
it was possible to see com- 
plete Dailys for a variety of 
customers, among them Dai- 
lyCoaches for the British 
market and all manner of 
other specifications for Italian 
and other European cus- 
tomers. Among them were 
yellow painted school buses 
with as many as 41 tiny seats 
for use by six to 11 year old 
children. 

Of the 26,000 Dailys built 
annually at Suzzara, normally 
only eight a day are right 
hand drive models though the 
placing of a 500 vehicle order 
by the Royal Mail had seen 
this increase to 23 a day at 
the time of my visit.

Daily in the UK 


As mentioned earlier, 
Daily accounts for 11% of the 
total UK market and attracts a 
wide range of repeat busi- 
ness, particularly in the bus 
and welfare sectors. Among 
bus operators buying Daily- 
Bus in the past couple of 
years have been People’s 
Provincial, Solent Blueline, 
County Bus & Coach, Selkent, 
Transit Holdings, Bluebird 
and numerous others, many 
of whom have standardised 
on the product. 

The 59.12 DailyBus chas- 
sis cowl offers wheelbase 
options of either 4180mm or 
4480mm and a maximum 
GVW of 6000kg and 6400kg 
respectively. It is powered by 
lveco's 8140.47S tur- 
bocharged and _ intercooled 
2499cc unit which produces 
85kW (116hp) at 3800rpm. A 
non-intercooled version of 
the same unit, the 8140.27,

which develops 76.1kW 
(103.5hp) powers the smaller 
49.10 Dailybus which has 
wheelbase options of 
3600mm and 3950mm. The 
A49.10 Daily Coach has an 
identical engine and gearbox 
to the 49.10 bus, a 3950mm 
wheelbase, an overall length 
of 6860mm and a GVW of 
5000kg. 

Asked about future devel- 
opments of the range, Harry 
Chambers commented, ‘The 
continued development of the 
DailyBus range will largely 
be driven by legislation com- 
ing from Brussels because it 
is clear that bus harmonisa- 
tion legislation does not fore- 
see a place for a deregulated 
bus based on a truck derived 
chassis as we know it today 
in Britain. lf, however, there 
is a derogation that allows 
individual markets to contin- 
ue to develop bus products 
that recognise national legis- 
lation and trends, then we

will continue to develop it to 
the full extent permitted by 
the legislation.’ 

Of the CountryBus he said, 
‘After a slow start it has now 
established a niche in both 
the social welfare and 
tourism markets. The range 
will continue to be developed 
and ongoing market sampling 
will mean that we keep in 
front of developments and 
may offer additional products 
from time to time.’ 

A high proportion of Daily- 
Buses and all CountryBuses 
are supplied in either chassis 
or chassis cowl form, as a 
result of which the customers 
perception of the vehicle in 
service will be influenced to a 
considerable degree by the 
suitability for purpose of the 
bodybuilder’s product. ‘Our 
policy on UK_ bodybuilders 
remains as it has always 
been, tightly controlled,’ said 
Harry. ‘We will continue to 
develop, along with our cho- 
sen bodybuilders, specifica- 
tions and options to match 
the ever changing legislation 
and constantly increasing 
safety awareness of today’s 
bus user.’ 


Summary 


The Daily range is very 
versatile and from my own 
driving experiences | can 
well understand its popularity 
with drivers. Whether as a 
van conversion, a factory fin- 
ished coach or a coachbuilt 
product on a chassis cowl it 
is invariably both quieter and 
more enthusiastic in its per- 
formance than its competi- 
tors. Similarly, the Country- 
Bus is a pleasant vehicle to 


drive, and while it is 
inevitable that the front 
engine layout will limit its 


appeal to mainstream mar- 
kets, it looks set to increase 
its share of niche markets. 
After visiting Brescia and 
Suzzara and witnessing the 
manufacturing process my 
confidence in both vehicles 
has only been enhanced. The 
original Daily design was 
known as the OM Grinta, 
which | am told translates as 
‘True Grit’, rather a suitable 
name for it. 

Iveco is already working 
on the next generation of the 
Daily although its launch is 
still many years off. The costs 
of such a venture are such 
that, as is already common in 
the van market, the project 
will be a joint one with 
Renault being the other part- 
ner. 


Aftermarket Support 


Dedicated 
Customer Care 


Aftersales director for Iveco 
Ford is Ray Bayfield. After 25 
years with Wimpey and five 
years in charge of Royal 
Mail’s vast fleet he knows all 
about the difficulties opera- 
tors face when a vehicle 
encounters problems. 
Brought into the company 20 
months ago by chairman, 
Alan Fox, he is responsible 
for all aspects of aftermarket 
care including parts distribu- 
tion and stockholding. Stuart 
Jones talked to him about 
Iveco’s plans for this vital 
area of the business. 

"AS we move towards the 
next century everything about 
after sales is changing,’ said 
Ray, indeed he prefers to talk 
of customer care rather than 
aftersales because this is 
what he believes manufactur- 
ers have to deliver. He 
explained that a new strategy 
on how to look after cus- 
tomers was being created by 
Iveco, not just in Britain but 
throughout the company. 

For Iveco it is no longer 
simply a matter of selling 
vehicles, ‘We are basically 
selling packages to cus- 
tomers and these packages 
can include residual values, 
contract hire, parts availabili- 
ty and performance guaran- 
tees. Customers are far more 
sophisticated and demand- 
ing. From an operating point 
of view they know as much 
about the capabilities and 
costs of the product as the 
manufacturer,’ he said. 

As vehicles become more 
reliable and the systems on 
them more complex, an 
increasing number of opera- 
tors are asking whether they 
want the expense of operat- 
ing their own workshops. If 
an operator has his staff 
trained to cope with faults on 
a vehicle and it is 18 months 
before any occur,’ the 
chances are that they will

have forgotten how to deal 
with it anyway. Increasingly 
operators are looking instead 
at fixed price maintenance 
contracts. To cope with this 
the entire network including 
the dealerships is having to 
adapt. 

‘| want to see _ lveco 
become more pro-active, 
which it is. The dealer net- 
work has to be more pro- 
active, more responsive and 
understand a _ customer's 
business,’ he said. ‘How can 
you service a customer if you 
don’t know his business?’ 

Many of the changes men- 
tioned are truck market led 
but Ray is aware that when it 
comes to bus and coach 
operators, the needs can be 
different even if the concept 
is the much the same. ‘The 
difference obviously is that 
passengers are far more dis- 
cerning, demanding and criti- 
cal than freight, and they 
have a choice. They also 
want to go when they want.’ 

‘Iveco has a lengthy bus 
and coach pedigree in 
Europe where it manufac- 
tures around 4,000 chassis a 
year. In the UK we are tradi- 


tionally very strong on Daily 
based light buses but less 
active on mainstream service 
buses and touring coaches. 
We now want to strengthen 
the support for light coach 
(the Daily and Countrybus) 
and focus our attention on 
selling and supporting the 
EuroRider.’ 

‘To do this we are embark- 
ing on the establishment of a 
dedicated dealer network 
throughout the UK,’ said Ray. 
‘This will be launched in the 
first quarter of 1996 although 
it will effectively be running 
before this. It will be dedicat- 
ed to sales and offer after- 
sales support for the EuroR- 
ider range. Some of the par- 
ticipating dealers are part of 
the existing Iveco Ford net- 
work but other have been 
strategically chosen to take 
account of areas which have 
a high proportion of coaches 
or are on high activity 
routes.’ 

Iveco Ford offers an emer- 
gency breakdown service 
called Assistance Non-Stop 
which provides a dedicated 
24 hour service aligned to 
individual customer needs. 


Upon contact, Iveco's team 
will follow a course of action 
pre-determined with the oper- 
ator who will have told them 
who to ring and what to sup- 
ply. 
Around 75% of parts on 
the EuroRider chassis are 
common with trucks. Each of 
the specialist bus and coach 
dealers will also stock the 
remaining 25% of unique 
parts and these will addition- 
ally be available from Iveco 
Ford's Winsford facility. 
Stocks at Winsford will be 
available to dealerships on a 
24 hour a day, seven day a 
week basis and for EuroRider 
there will be a round the 
clock direct courier service. 
Just as the British network 
will support continental 
coaches visiting Britain, 
British lveco owners will be 
able to obtain full support 
from the European network. 
At present two technical 
training instructors are 
undergoing training in Italy. 
On their return they will set 
up training courses on new 
products in this country. 
"Part of the customer care 
strategy is the redevelopment 
of parts distribution through- 
out Europe on a virtual ware- 
house principle. We have 
access to all five main Euro- 
pean warehouses which will, 
if necessary, provide emer- 
gency parts using a scheme 
called Wind Delivery, an 
emergency courier service 
from the parts source to the 
repairing agent, which could 
be the operators workshop. 
‘lveco Ford is taking the 
bus and coach market 
extremely seriously,’ said 
Ray. ‘A specialist dealer net- 
work has been created to 
support it. This network will 
be market focused and will 
complement our newly 
formed customer care strate- 


gy.’ 
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Award Winner 


Iveco EuroClass HD 
1995 European Coach of the Year 


The lveco Group’s massive 
investment in new products 
has been recognised by' a 
string of accolades, none 
more significant than two 
Truck of the Year titles and 
the 1995 European Coach of 
the Year award for the Euro- 
Class HD. With the EuroClass 
range the company set out its 
stall to operators throughout 
Europe and showed that it 
too could produce a coach 
with truly international 
appeal. 

The title is awarded annu- 
ally on the basis of votes cast 
by a panel of 12 European 
bus and coach industry jour- 
nalists, each from the leading 
magazine in their respective 
country. On behalf of Bus & 
Coach Buyer | represent the 
British market. Every juror 
has 12 votes, no more than 
seven of which can be allo- 
cated to any particular candi- 
date. It is a measure of how 
impressed the jury were that 
the EuroClass HD _ poled 
almost three times as many 
points as its nearest rival on 
the voting list. 

The impressive trophy 
was presented to lIveco’'s 
chief executive officer, Gian- 
carlo Boschetti, by Dr Heinz- 
martin Nitsche, chairman of 
the Coach of the Year jury at 
a ceremony held during the 
Autobus RAI exhibition at 
Maastricht in October 1994. In 
his speech, Dr _ WNitsche 
praised the EuroClass HD's 
price/performance ratio and 
said that its victory was 
based on a number of con- 
structional details, ‘elements 
which, taken together, pro- 
duce an extraordinarily posi- 
tive overall image of the win- 
ning vehicle.’ He cited its 
positive safety features which 
include meeting EC R66 
rollover standards which are 
not yet mandatory in most of 
Europe, its oversized braking 
system with double discs at 
the front and drums at the 
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The Iveco EuroClass HD.

rear, the use of impact 
absorbing and fire retardant 
materials, the design of the 
cab interior, seat belt options, 
and the roof hatch emer- 
gency exits. 

From an_ environmental 
viewpoint, the engine already 
meets Euro 2_ emission 
requirements which — will 
become law in 1996. The 
Iveco 8460 engine is the 
same unit offered in the lveco 


EuroRider chassis which 
British operators will see for 
the first time at Coach & Bus 
‘95. The vehicle should have 
a prolonged active life 
because the integral struc- 
ture is of self passivating 
Corten steel, and the exterior 
panelling is of epoxy resin 
modules in polyester and cor- 
rosion resistant aluminium, 
for which lveco offer a ten 
year anti-corrosion warranty. 

In his speech of accep- 
tance at Maastricht, Giancar- 
lo Boschetti commented, ‘It is 
important that the first lveco 
bus built expressly for the 
European market has 
received this award: it 
encourages us from a techni- 
cal and manufacturing view- 
point, and in terms of ser- 
vices, but also in a more gen- 
eral sense because it is veri- 
fication of an industrial mis- 
sion which by its very nature 
cannot stop here.’ 

‘We know we ought to con- 
sider the EuroClass and its 
position on the market, a 
stage victory, not the only tar- 
get and not the final target. 
because, apart from other 
considerations, Iveco is not 
only touring coaches. The 
objective of lveco Bus in the 
coming years is expansion 
on the European market 
thanks to the complete new 
bus range, designed for the 


ever closer links between the 
requirements of the various 
services.. He added, ‘Our 
new bus range will also 
include special coaches for 
long distance routes, and a 
complete range of extra-low 
floor town buses from 6 to 18 
metres.’

the rear of the vehicle; all 
additional steelwork applied 
to the chassis including the 
solebars, front entrance plat- 
form fabrication, body sup- 
port brackets, rear saloon 
platform and gangway struc- 
ture in Cromweld 3CR12 
stainless steel; the chassis 
electrics feature Actia Aladin 
software controlled solid 
state switching which over- 
come the need for relays and 
fuses and also give a smaller 
vehicle electrics package; the 
front is restyled with a more 
rounded lower panel; a new 
more curved windscreen is 
mounted 65mm further for- 
ward to reduce reflections; 
the cab is restyled to give a 
more modern appearance; a

DiPTAC layout will accommo- 
date 58 passengers, of which 
39 can be seated. 

One of the most attractive 
aspects of the Pointer Dart 
SLF from the passenger 
viewpoint is that so many of 
the seats can be located in 
the low floor area. Seating

On maximum capacity 
vehicles the low floor seating 
capacity remains the same 
but an additional four seats 
can be mounted on the raised 
rear platform section. Plaxton 
have developed a neat off- 
side wheelarch layout which 
places a single seat either 
side of a luggage pen and 
gives an 800mm gangway 
throat. A three place seat 
could be specified in this 
position which would reduce 
the gangway throat to only 
720mm but Plaxton do not 
anticipate demand for it. A 
clever aspect of the design is 
the way the drivers compart- 
ment and seating over the 
offside wheelarch is undercut 
to give a throat of 920mm at 
floor level, allowing easy 
passage for buggy wheels 
and the sweep of wheelchair 
steps. 

The strength of the design 
is such that Plaxton is offer- 
ing Pointers on both the Dart 
SLF and B6LE with gasket 
glazing. David Quainton 
believes this could be the 
only low floor design to offer 
operators this advantage. 

Around 100 orders have 
already been taken for low 
floor Pointers and at this 
stage the bulk are on the Dart 
SLF chassis. Home market 
customers who have con- 
firmed their intentions 
include FirstBus with an 
order for 70, Q-Drive with 10, 
Midland Red North (5), 
Coachmaster (3), and Red 
Bus (2). 

The standard floor height 
Dart and B6 are to continue

in production and a sizeable 
number of orders are in the 
pipeline. These include Cen- 
treWest (37), Leaside (14), 
London Buslines (10), South 
London (12), Thamesdown 
(4), Truronian (4), and 
Southampton (3). 

Pointer production has 
been at 12 vehicles a week 
for some time and is set to 
continue at that level. The 
facilities are such that all 12 
of these could be low floor 
vehicles and David Quainton 
anticipates that by mid 1996 
perhaps 10 of them will 
indeed be low floor. 

Low floors are not the only 
innovation to be seen on the 
Pointer. Nearing completion 
in the finishing shops was a 
natural gas powered Pointer, 
with roof mounted storage 
tanks, for FirstBus which is 
scheduled to be launched 
next month. David Quainton 
confirmed that the low floor 
Pointer can be natural gas 
powered and Plaxton hope to 
be the first British supplier to 
build such a vehicle. 

Although it is inevitable 
that the Pointer will be the 
main focus of Plaxton’s bus 
promotion at the show, it 
should not be thought that the 
company is abandoning the 
minibus sector. On the Mer- 
cedes stand will be a new 
reduced chassis ver-

Coach 


1995 UK registrations for 
large single deck coaches 
look likely to come out at 
marginally under the 1100 
mark with Plaxton’s share 
being slightly over 40% at 
around 450 coaches. When 
one considers that Plaxton’s 
total coach production in 1993 
was 280 vehicles, growing to 
350 in 1994, it is clear that the 
company’s drive to improve 
the attractiveness of the 
product and win back the 
smaller operators has borne 
fruit. Few people are predict- 
ing overall growth in the 1996 
market and as_ Plaxton 
intends to further increase 
production the additional reg- 
istrations will have to be at 
the expense of other manu- 
facturers. 

Already the signs are 
good because confirmed 
named orders for the 1996 
season are already 
approaching the 200 mark, 
including a 60 vehicle order 
for Premiere  Interurbans 
from Stagecoach, which is a 
record at this stage of the 
year. Robinsons of Great 
Harwood have confirmed an 
order for four Premiere 350s 
on Volvo B10M, Epsom 
Coaches are taking five 
Javelin GX Premiere 320s 
one of which wil! appear on 
the Dennis stand at the NEC, 
Redwing are taking 14 Pre- 
miere 350 Volvo B10Ms, the 
first of which will be on the 
Yeates stand, Skills are tak- 
ing a further six Premiere 350 
Volvos and Tellings have just 
placed an order for seven 
Premieres, five of which will 
be 350 Volvos and two 320 
Javelins. Plaxton’s three 
dealers, Kirkby Coach & Bus, 
Yeates bus & Coach and 
Hughes DAF have all placed 
stock orders. 

After some years during 
which Plaxton coach products 
have not been available on 
DAF chassis the 1996 season 
will see the re-emergence of 
the combination. The first 
DAF SB3000 chassis _ is 
already at Scarborough and 
is scheduled to be bodied 
soon. David Quainton com- 
mented, ‘We needed a rear 
engined chassis because 
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28% of the market is either 
rear engined or integral and 
our aspirations for the market 
could not be fulfilled without 
a product that satisfies this 
sector.’ He continued, ‘| feel 
that in Hughes DAF we have 
a dealer who can find incre- 
mental custom rather substi- 
tutional business. We are 
also aware that some previ- 
ous Plaxton customers are 
loyal to DAF. We have been 
working with Hughes DAF for 
a year on Pointer, and our 
sister company, Northern 
Counties has a strong rela- 
tionship on single and double 
deck buses. The overall com- 
bination led us to appoint 
Hughes DAF as a dealer.’ 
For 1996 a number of 
changes have been intro- 
duced on the Premiere and 
Excalibur, most of which are 
in answer to criticisms of ear- 
lier models. The biggest sin- 
gle change is a redesigned 
interior which abandons the 
moulded roof panels and 
Quintesse trim which were 
regarded by some as too 
insubstantial. Instead all 
models now feature colour 
co-ordinated moquette to the 
roof, both the vertical and 
horizontal faces of the racks, 
the sidecasings, decency 
shields, seat backs and on a 
new entrance door trim 
panel. The racks are new and 
incorporate a flush fitting ser- 
vice unit and light, and new 
jet units. Press button con- 


trols replace the previous 
rocker switches. Tasteful 
moquette insert panels 


between the service units are 
standard across the range 
while rack locker doors 
become standard on the 
Excalibur. A moquette centre 
strip is standard on Excalibur 
and an option on Premiere. 
Other interior amend- 
ments include the provision 
of a Vogel reclining courier 
seat as standard, while the 
driver gets a three point iner-

tia reel belt. Two point inertia 
reel belts are standard on all 
passenger seats. There is an 
additional wander lead 
microphone socket on the 
dash and the driver and 
courier speakers have been 
repositioned. On the Pre- 
miere 320 a centre gangway 
carpet and full draw curtains 
are now standard. 

Bronze double tinted dou- 
ble glazed windows become 
standard on all models as do 
high level combined flasher 
repeater units below the rear 
windscreen. Locker door inte- 
rior protection panels are 
now provided and an addi- 
tional offside driver's mirror 
greatly improves offside cor- 
ner visibility. 

In response to requests 
for additional seat options 
customers can now choose 
the Fainsa Gaudi recliner 
complete with pillow head- 
rest, piping, profiled back, 
and drop down armrest at an 
additional cost of £3,250. Vis- 
itors to the NEC show will be 
able to see these seats fitted 
in an Excalibur for Paramount 
Garages of Malta. Also at the 
show will be a _ National 
Expressliner on a_ Volvo 
B10M SE chassis which is 
one of three for Durham Trav- 


Transmac of Macau, all of which will be air conditioned. 
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el Services. In addition to the 
improved luggage capacity 
this has a completely 
restyled toilet and servery 
unit across the rear which 
gives more space for seating 
on the offside. 

Making its debut at Coach 
& Bus ‘95 is Plaxton’s first 
three axle single deck Excal- 
ibur mounted on a Volvo 
B12T chassis destined for the 
Dodsworths fleet. Equipped 
with air conditioning and a 
new toilet and servery design 
by Placo Essmi, it has 12.6 
cubic metres of luggage 
space and a GVW of 22.5 
tonnes. 


Export 


Despite several attempts 
to penetrate Western Euro- 
pean markets export busi- 
ness has never been as 
strong as Plaxtons would 
have liked. Since the move 
into a greater dependence on 
buses than coaches there 
has been a distinct change in 
the company’s export for- 
tunes to the extent that Plax- 
ton’s strategy now Sees bus, 
coach and export as the three 
legs on which the sales phi- 
losophy is based. Reflecting 
the importance placed on 
export business, Kevin Taylor 
has been appointed to the 
new position of export sales 


manager. 

With the exception of a trio 
of Excalibur coaches on Den- 
nis Javelin GX chassis for 
Paramount Garages of Malta, 
all current export orders are 
from far eastern customers 
and call for air conditioned 10 
metre Pointer midibus bodies 
on Dennis Dart and Volvo B6 
chassis. The first such order 
was placed by Hong Kong 
Citybus which took 21 Darts, 
all of which are now in oper- 
ation. The company recently 
followed this with an order 
for 10 low floor Volvo B6LEs. 
Kowloon Motor Bus has also 
ordered a pair of low floor 
Pointers, this time on the 
Dennis Dart SLF chassis, 
while Transmac of Macau is 
taking 10 dual door Pointers 
on standard Dennis Dart 
chassis. 

Plaxton sales director, 
David Quainton, commented, 
‘The Far East is not going to 
be a big single deck market 
but it is sophisticated and has 
already placed two low floor 
contracts.’ He added, ‘We are 
working very closely with two 
chassis manufacturers to 
meet the needs of the mar- 
ket.’ The recent acquisition of 
Northern Counties enables 
the Henlys group to offer a 
complete product range, 
indeed the Wigan based com- 
pany is also enjoying an 
increasing degree of success 
in Hong Kong. 


Summary 


Four years ago the launch 
of the original Premiere and 
Excalibur ranges at Coach & 
Bus ‘91 marked what was 
perhaps the low point of Plax- 
ton’s recent fortunes. Since 
then a huge amount of effort 
and investment has gone into 
improving every aspect of the 
products and winning back 
customers. The twelve Plax- 
ton vehicles in the main dis- 
play areas at Coach & Bus 
‘95 show what has been 
achieved.

Ingersoll-Rand’s Phoenix 
$T400 air starter system. 


Air starter 
can boost 
payloads 


A compressed air starting 
device, the Phoenix ST400, is 
claimed by Ingersoll-Rand to 
offer higher payloads and to 
reduce electrical mainte- 
nance costs. The device 
replaces a traditional electric 
starter and_ substantially 
reduces the requirement for 
heavy multiple battery instal- 
lation. Because there is no 
deep-cycle drain on the bat- 
tery through demanding start- 
up discharge, its life is 
extended as a consequence. 
The system weighs around 
one third of conventional 
air/electric starters which 
equates to around 90kg or 
200Ib additional payload. 
Phoenix is said to employ 
some 60% less parts than 
previous systems, relying on 
a precision made _ turbine 
wheel which allows for zero 
tolerance clearances - hence 
added efficiency. Its two- 
stage radial configuration 
directs air to both sides of the

Remover, which is claimed to 
be as effective as any other 
product in the marketplace 
but is biodegradable and 
emits no harmful odours. 
Tests involving London 
Transport recently concluded

The system offers a full 12 
seconds of continual cranking 
time and its speed can be 
adjusted, via an optional 
electronic control module, to 
match manufacturers’ recom- 
mendations for engine types. 
It also maintains the same 
peak cranking power in all 
weather conditions, unlike 
electronic systems. It is also 
claimed to be very quiet in 
operation, registering 73 dBA 
at 30 metres and 80 dBA at 10 
metres, some 17 dBA less 
than previous starting sys- 
tems. 

Other features of the 
Phoenix system include: a 
rotating mounting flange 
which allows it to be mounted 
in almost any position to 
almost all diesel engines: air 
lines which are positively 
sealed with O rings to elimi- 
nate leakage; a diaphragm 
valve to increase efficiency 
by preventing freeze ups; and 
a thermostatically controlled 
heating element option which 
will ensure continuous opera- 
tion in extremely cold weath- 
er.
